Constabulary stationed In Assam, was detailed to take out a 
Road Patrol Party consisting of 15 men from Zubza in order 
to clear the road from Zubza, at mile 35, to mile 44. Kohima is 
10 miles from Zubza and the responsibility for keeping thr 
line of communication open from mile S3 to mile 44 fell 
to the Provincial Armed Constabulary Post at Zubza. When 
the patrol reached a point between mile S7 and 38, they were 
suddenly fired upon heavily by about 300 armed Naga hostile! 
who had taken well trenched positions and laid an ambush. 

A number of the patrol party were killed and injured. Pla- 
toon Commander Devi Prasad was severely wounded, The 
hostile! called on the Police to surrender. Platoon Comman- 
der Devi Prasad, however, rallied the remnants of his small 
force and personally exhorted them to fight back, He con- 
tinued to direct and encourage his men until he succumbed 
to his wounds. Inspired by his example and courageous 
leadership hi* men inflicted heavy casualties on the hostiles 
and held them in check until police reinforcements arrived 
from Zubza and compelled the hostiles to withdraw. But 
for Platoon Commander Devi Prasad’s exemplary courage and 
devotion to duty, his small force would have been completely 
annihilated. 

This award is made £ot gallantry under rule 4(i) of the 
rules governing the award of the President’s Police and Fire 
Services Medal and consequently carries with it the special 
allowance admissible to officers of and below the rank of 
Inspector of Police as provided in rule 5.

10 miles from Zubza and the responsibility for keeping the 
line of communication open from mile 33 to mile 44 fell 
to the Provincial Armed Constabulary Post at Zubza. When 
the patrol reached a point between mile 37 and 38, they were 
suddenly fired upon heavily by about 300 armed Naga hostiles 
who had taken well trenched positions and laid an ambush. 
A number of the patrol party were killed and injured. Pla- 
toon Commander Devi Prasad was severely wounded. The 
hostiles then called on the Police to surrender. Encouraged by 
their Platoon Commander, the Police returned the hostile! fire 
and a fierce encounter ensued. Head Constable Lalta Prasad, 
No. 2 Group Commander, quickly crossed the road, and though 
in a position below ibe hostile!, engaged them with his light 
machine gun. He kept changing hi» position again and again 
harassing the hostiles with steady and accurate lire from 
various angles. All but two of his group had been killed, but 
Head Constable Lalta Prasad kept up the attack until rein- 
forcements arrived from Zubza and the hostiles were driven 
off. Throughout this encounter he displayed gallantry of 
a high order.

Kohima is 
10 miles fiom Zubza and the responsibility for keeping the 
line of communication open frotn mile 33 to mile 44 fell, 
to the Provincial Armed Constabulary Post at Zubza. When 
the patiol reached a point between mile 37 and 38, they were 
suddenly fired upon heavily by about 300 armed Naga liostiles 
who had taken well trenched positions and laid an ambush. 

A number of the patrol party were killed and injured. Pla- 
toon Commander Devi Prasad was severely wounded. The 
hostiles then called on the Police to surrender, Platoon Com- 
mander Devi Prasad, however, exhorted his men to light back,. 
and a fierce encounter ensued. Meanwhile Shri Ram Oudh 
Singh, who was at the time acting Commandant of the XVII 
Provincial Armed Constabulary Battalion at Zubza ami had 
heard the exchange of fire, quickly mustered and brought np 
reinforcements of two Sections of the Provincial Armed Con 
stabtilary in three vehicles. The party were subjected to 
intensive lire from the hostiles. The first vehicle sustained 
direct hits. The driver was injured and the vehicle, immobilis- 
ed. The second vehicle with Head Constable Padam Singh in 
command and driven by Constable Gajraj Singh, however, ran 
the gauntlet of the hostile ambush and succeeded in reaching 
the end of the ambush between miles 37 and 38. Head Con- 
stable Padam Singh ordered his men to take tip positions on 
the ridge and by continuous and accurate fire compelled those 
in that area to withdraw into the jungle. Shri Rain Oudh 
Singh who was in the third vehicle, ordered his men to lakc- 
osi lions on the side of the ridge and opened fire on the 
ostiles resulting in the withdrawal of the remainder. 

Throughout this encounter Sarvashri Ram Oudh Singh, 
Padam Singh and Gajraj Singh displayed courage and devo- 
tion to duty of a high order,

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded 

On the night of the 30th September 1957 Information was 
received at Police Outpost Shah Peer Gate, Meerut, that 
two persons armed with an unlicensed pistol had been seen 
entering 'the city. Sub-Inspector MahenrJra Pratap Singh, 
Second Officer, Kotwali, Meerut collected the constables at 
the Outpost, and when two men passed through Shah Peer 
Gate, challenged them whereupon they started running away. 
The Police gave chase and one of the suspects was c aughr 
by Constable Baljit Singh. The other turned and fired at the 
Constable injuring him in the leg. Sub-Inspector Mahendra 
Pratap Singh rushed at the armed man who fired another 
shot hitting him in the stomach, Despite hi* severe wound, 
Sub-Inspector Mahendra Pratap Singh grappled with his assail- 
ant who fired again wounding him a second time, and then 
tried to make good his escape across a drain. Undaunted, 
Sub-Inspector Mahendra Pratap Singh continued the chase 
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and again caught him. The suspect fired a third time again 
wounding Sub-Inspector Mahendra Pratap Singh, who, how- 
ever, tenaciously held to his assailant until some polite and 
members of the public came up and secured him. A 38 
bore automatic Colt pistol was recovered from him. Sub-Ins- 
pector Mahendra Pratap Singh was rushed to hospital but 
succumbed to his injuries Some forty-eight hours later. 

In this encounter Sub-Inspector Mahendra Pratap Singh 
showed conspiclous gallantry and devotion to duty of the 
highest order. His supreme sacrifice will remain a splendid 
example of courage and devotion to the force to which he 
belonged.

SvH]rc.T:-E.\tablishnient, of the All India Council of Sporty 

No. 11-16/58-PE.2.— In supersession of Ministry of Education 
Resolution No, 10-2/54-D7 dated 1 8th November, 1954, aj 
amended by Resolution No. F.10-2/54-D.3 dated 26th Novem- 
ber, 1954, the Government of India hereby make the following 
order 

1. Whereas it is necessary lo have an official organisation 
for promoting a proper development of sports and games in 
the country, it is hereby resolved that an All India Council 
of Sports (hereinafter referred to as t’ne Council) shall be 
established. 

2. The headquarters of the Council shall be at New Delhi, 

3. (1) The Council shall consist of 15 members nominated 
by the Government of India. 

(2) Members of the Council shall hold office for a period 
of two years from the date of nomination and will be eligible 
for renomination. 

4. The Council shall be an Advisory Body and shall have 
the following functions and powers, namely 

(a) to advise the Government of India in all matters 
concerning sports and games; 

(b) to act as liaison between National Sports Federations/ 
Associations and the Government; 

(c) to grant recognition to such sports organisations esta- 
blished at the national level as it may deem worthy 
of recognition; 

(d) to recommend to the Central Government to give 
assistance to sports organisations recognised by it; and 

(e) subject to the approval of the Central Government, 
to frame its own Rules and Regulations to regulate 
matters not covered by this Resolution, 

5. (1) The Council shall constitute such standing or ad-hoc 
Committees as it might deem fit in connection with any of its 
activities. 

(2) These Committees shall be free to co-opt members 
from among the National Sports Fedcrations/Associations/ 
Organisations and State Sports Councils to assist them in their 
duties. 

6. The Council shall ordinarily meet at least four times 
every year at a place and cm a date to be fixed by itself at 
the previous meeting or by the President if no date or place 
is fixed by the Council. A special meeting of the Council 
may be called at any other time by the President of the 
Council either on his own initiative or at the request of not 
less than one third of the number of members of t’he Council. 

7. The following shall be the officers of the Council,, 
namely 

(i) President; 

(if) Vice-President; and 

(iii) Secretary. 

8. The President shall be appointed by the Central Govern- 
ment from among the members of the Council for a period 
of two years and shall be eligible for re-appointment. 

9. (1) Tnc Council shall elect from among its members the 
Vice-President. 
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(2) The Vice-President shall hold office until the expiry o£ 
the term of ths President during whose term o£ office he is 
elected. 

(J) The Vice-President shall exercise such powers and 
discharge such functions as may he delegated to him by the 
President but shall, in the latter’s absence £or whatever reason, 
preside at the meetings of the Council and all Committees o£ 
which the President is Chairman, and, while doing so shall 
exercise all the functions and powers of the President. 

(4) In the absence of both the President and the Vice-Presi- 
dent, the Council shall elect from amongst themselves a 
Chairman who will preside over the meeting and exercise all 
the functions and powers of the President. 

10. The Secretary shall be appointed by file Government of 
India for such period and on such terms and conditions as 
may be prescribed by the Government.

Chudhuyimlatig in Changkikong Range, Mokokihung Sub- 
division, Naga Hills District, on the 25tn April, 1956, and from 
that day onwards served there collecting veiy valuable infor- 
mation about the hostile camps, their activities and plans, 
which he passed on to the army authorities resulting in many 
successful raids by the troops, lire most important of these 
was the capture of the Ao area headquarters from which a 
number of documents were seized. This was a great loss to 
the hostile* who marked Shri Dutta, and in fact all members 
of the intelligence service, clown for revenge from that date. 
Shri Dutta however continued undaunted to personally guide 
any troops new to the area, and often travelled without any 
escort in hostile territory to contact his various sources, lie 
gained the confidence of the Nagas and hia popularity with 
them was a further cause of annoyance to the hostlles. 

On the 18th August 1957, Shri Dutta had gone to 
Chudhuyimlang and on his way back was attacked bv several 
well armed hostilcs. He tried to defend himself but was 
killed. 

Throughout the period of sixteen months during which 
Shri Dutta operated in the Ao area, his life was constantly in 
danger but he did not permit this fart to deter him front 
doing his duty which he performed with great coinage and 
for which he laid down his life.

oi Milk Powder and condensed milk industry in India and 
to make recommendations about its development, The Com- 
mittee was also required to make recommendations regarding 
indigenous fabrication of milk power plants. The terms of 
reference of the Committee were as follows:— 

(1) To review the sieps so far taken to develop ’the milk 
powder industry in India in the private and public 
sectors and also under the auspices of the UNICEF. 

(ii) To assess the scope for further development of the 
production of milk powder in India having regard to 
the present and potential availability of fluid milk 
and to suggest suitable locations for this purpose. 

(iii) To assess (a) present import; (b) indigenous produc- 
tion and (c) consumption of milk powder in India for 
different purposei, 
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(iv To make recommendations regarding the nature o£ 
plant and machinery required for the manufacture of 
milk powder keeping in view the present foreign ex- 
change position and to examine the scope for the 
fabrication of roller and spray milk drying plants in 
India in the near future. 

(v) To make such other recommendations that the Com- 
mittee may deem appropriate having regard to the 
objective of developing the production of milk powder 
in India. 

(vi) The Committee may also make an inquiry on the 
above lines in regard to tondensed milk. 

2. The Committee submitted its report on the 11th Decem- 
ber, 1958 and its main recommendations are:— 

(i) A well organised indigenous milk condensing and dry- 
ing industry should be established as speedily as 
possible not only lo meet the requirements of con- 
densed, evaporated and dried milk but also to pro- 
vide a remunerative outleL for surplus milk available 
in certain areas which is not being marketed very 
profitably at present. This step would add to rural 
prosperity. 

(il) In stdec ting locations for milk manufacturing plants 
the fluid milk lequircmcnts, present or future, of 
large consuming centres should not be lost sight of. 
In fact, these requirements should be satisfied first 
and oidv surplus milk not leqnired for liquid con- 
sumption should be used for manufacturing purposes 
and, wherever possible, a milk products lactoty should 
be equipped lo handle market milk as well. 

(iii) To make the country sel f-sulficient in infant milk 
foods and whole milk powder, both of whiih are 
required for consumption by priority consumers, 
prel'eienie should be given lo the manufacture of these 
products rather than buttcr/ghce and skim milk 
powder, both in the existing plants and the new 
plants coming up in the public and piivate sectors. 


(x) The National Dairy Research Institute, Karnal should 
pay special attention to the study of condensing and 
drying of milk produced by Indian cows and buffaloes 
at different times of the year. 

3. The Government of India after careful consideration of 
these recommendations have accepted (i) to (iv) and (vli) to 
(x) mentioned in paragraph 2 above and will take steps to 
implement them as far as possible. Recommendation Nos. (v) 
and (vi) are commended to the consideration of the State 
Governments.

(iv) Due to lack of care exercised in the production of 
milk under Indian conditions, il gets heavily con- 
taminated with bacteria which reduces its keeping qua- 
lity. In order to avoid such contamination, milk 
should be produced hygicnically and extension work 
should be undertaken by competent technical staff. 

(v) Extension service is necessary to increase and inten- 
sity milk production in the selected areas. The exten- 
sion work should consist of organisation of producers" 
co-operatives to market milk and to arrange supply 
of food, fodder, fertiliser, etc. Special Staff necessary 
for this purpose should be employed by the State 
Governments concerned. 

(vi) Priority should be given by the Slates concerned for 
providing a net-work of all weather roads for the 
transport of milk from the rural areas to milk pio- 
cessing plants. 


(vii) The question of indigenous manufacture of dairy 
equipment should be examined speedily by the Minis- 
try ot Commerce and Industry in collaboration with 
the MinisLty of Food and Agriculture and foreign 
exchange necessary for plants which cannot be fabri- 
cated indigenously should be released so that the 
projected milk powder plants in the Second l ive k car 
Plan may come up speedily. 


(viii) Milk surveys should be carried out in existing milk 
pockets in different parts of the country. The results 
of these surveys would be helpful in implementing the 
schemes for the development of milk powder industiy 
both in the public as well as private sectors. In the 
opinion of the Committee there are many areas in 
Andhra Pradesh, Bihar, Bombay, Madras, Mysore, 
Madhya Pradesh, Uttar Pradesh and Punjab wheie 
inilk powder and milk condensing plants can be set 
up. This should, however, be confirmed by carrying 
out detailed milk surveys, and a dchniLe plan prepar- 
ed as early as possible for the establishment 
of milk powder plants in different parts of the coun- 
try during the next 5 to 7 years. The plan should 
also indicate which particular area would he best 
suited for the location of condensed milk plants, 
roller drying or spray drying plants. It would be 
desirable to entrust the work of carrying out milk 
survey to the Central Staff employed in Minishy of 
Food 8c Agricultute.

(ix) Both roller drying as well as spiav drying plants 
have their utility, The choice would depend upon 
the availability of milk, finances and the usage of 
milk powder in future. Roller drying should be 
adopted where the quantity of milk available is less 
than 300 maunds per day or where skim milk, butter 
milk or they are lo be dried for use as animal feed 
or for manufacturing purposes. Baby foods can also 
be manufactured by roller drying process. Spray dry- 
ing should be adopted where dried milk is to he 
reconstituted for use on the table.

No. Cont. 32(16)/59.— In order to obviate delays and ensure 
smooth execution o£ works in Sikkim and Gyantsc ( 1 ibet), 
the President is pleased to constitute a "Works Advisory 
Board" for the purpose ol rendering advice to the Govern- 
ment of India and the officers of the Central Public Works 
Department in charge of works in those territories in regard 
to the following matter:— 

(a) Registration of contractors for works in Sikkim and 
Gyantsc (Tibet). 

(b) Planning and progressing of works which will include 
inter alia drawing up of a works programme during 
each financial year. 

(c) Broad scrutiny of proposals regarding major works 
including roads, which require the satiction of the 
Government of India. 

(d) Acceptance of tenders for works cosling more than 
Rs. 2 lakhs and upto Rs. 5 lakhs only. 

(e) Negotiation of contracts for works costing upto Rs. 5 
lakhs in cases where Ltiere is no response after say 
the second call for tenders or where the rates quoted 
being high, it is in Government interest to bring 
them down and award the work by negotiations. 
This however does not take away the existing powers 
of the Superintending Engineer or Executive Engi- 
neer Lo award work upto the limits (hey are em- 
powered to do under the rules without call for 
tenders. 

2. The Board shall have the following as its permanent 
members. 

(i) Political Officer, Sikkim— Chairman. 

(ii) Superintending Engineer, Calcutta Central Circle 
No. Ilf, Calcutta— Member, 

(iii) Assistant Financial Adviser, Ministry of Works, 
Housing and Supply— Member, 


The Ministerial work of the Board induding the prepara- 
tion of agenda, issuing of minutes and keeping record of the 
activities of the Board shall be carried on by the staff of the 
Political Officer, Sikkim. 

3. The Board shall have the authority to co-opt as mem- 
bers officers of oLher Departments, etc. if and when deemed 
desirable. 

4. Other functions .— The Board will undertake such other 
responsibilities in connecLion with the execution of public 
works in Sikkim and Gy art be as the President may entrust 
to it from time to time. 

I he Board shall also perform the following functions:— 

(i) to call upon the Superintending Engineer, Calcutta 

to invite applications for registration as contractors 
for works in Sikkim and Gyantse; 

(ii) to prescribe conditions for regisfraLlon and to 
examine periodically the list of approved contractors 
with a view to recommending the weeding out of the 
contractors guilty of malpractices or otherwise un- 
suitable. The tenders will, however, continue to be 
issued to registered contractors of the Central P.W.D. 
M.E.S., Railways and the State P.W.D. in addition 
to the contractors registered by the Board. 

(ill) to recommend any procedure that it may consider 
desirable for ensuring expeditious completion of 
works. 

(Iv) to recommend the splitting up of big projects Into 
component parts for the purpose of obtaining eco- 
nomic rates foi execution of projects. 

(v) to recommend Lhe execution of works otherwise than 
on the basis of Lenders in cases where lire works are 
of highly specialised nature. 

(vl) to make recommendation as to the form in which 
lenders should be called for i.e. whether tenders for 
a pafticular job should be called for on percentage 
rales, item rates or lump sum basis. 

(vii) to advise the Government in regard to any other 
matter referred to it in connection with the award 
ol works, registration of contractors and execution 
of all works In Sikkim and Gvantse.
